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among fo many Particulars, the 
fail of giving Satisfaction in ſom: 
one or other of them, to Perſon; 
of the very; meaneſt Capacity and 
Kyowledge among ſt us, and they 
their Pains are all loſt. But if 
they ſucceed in this one Point, ani 
prevail upon Men ſo far as 10 
perſwade them, that the Church e 
Rome is the True and Infallible 
Church, they do all their Work & 
once. For their Proſelytes in thi; 
one Point, are ſo in all the reſt of 
Courſe. They immediately throw 4. 
way their Bibles, examine nothing 
further; but wholly give themſelves 
up to the Condutt of their Prielts, 
who keep ſo entire Poſſeſſion of 
them, that they have neither Eyes 
nor Ears for any Body elſe; and it 
is to ne more Purpoſe to talk to 
them about Matters of Religion, 
than to a Stock or Stone. It 154 
flrange Thing, that Men, whom God 
hath endued with Reaſon, for the

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Abuſe of which they know He will 
one Day call them 5 Account, 
ld be ſo far impoſed upon, as 
12 it 77 to "4 led bendrold 
in 4 dangerous Way, and in which 
to miſcarry, is to be undone for 
ever, than to accept of thoſe Guides 
which God hath given them; who 
alſo bid them keep their Eyes open, 
and look well to every Step they take, 
and go no farther than they may be ſure 
they are ſafe.

Prot. Min. Then all Chriſtians, 
it ſcems, muſt be in Sabjection to the 
Pepe, under Palin of Damnation. 

Rom. Pr. Ves; for He is Chrift; 
Vicar upon Earth, the Viſible Head 
of the Church. 

Prot. Min. I pray, Sir, from 
whom derives He this Supereminent 
Authority ? 

Rom. Pr. From St. Peter, to whom 
Chrift gave the Keys of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and whom He com- 
manded to feed his Sheep. 

Prot. Min. And what is all this 
to the Pope ? 

Rom. Pr. Why, He is St. Peters 
Succe ſſor in the Biſhoprick of Rome. 

Prot. Min. That is more than you 
can prove. But whether you can, 
or cannot, it ſignifies nothing; for 
St. Peter's Privileges, if he had any 
beyoad the other Apoſtles, might be 
ouly Perſonal. But, in ſhort, he had 
no more Authority than auy of them 
all. For our Lord ſets his Twelve 


Apoſtles upon Twelve Equal Thrones, 
Math 
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Matth. xix. 28. and gives them one 
and the ſame Commiſſion, ohn xx. 
21, 22, 23. Saint Paul accordingly, 
being advanced to the Apoſtleſhip, 
ſays of himſelf more than once, that 
He was behind the very chiefeſt of them 
in nothing, 2 Cor. xi. 5. and xii. 11. 
and thought it no Preſumption in 
himſelf to withſtand St. Peter ro the 
Face, Gal. li. 11. Where then was 
St. Peter's Supremacy ? And what 
Ground have you in Scripture for 
it? 

Rom. Pr. Did not Chrig promiſe 
bim the Keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, Matth. xvi. ig ? 

Prot. Min. And was as good as 
tis Word, when He gave him Com- 
miſſion to preach the Goſpel : But 
you ought to take Notice, that He, 
at the ſame Time, gave all the A- 
poſtles the very ſame, Marth. xxviii. 
19. 

Rom. Pr. But He commanded St. 
beter in particular to feed his Sheep, 
John xx. | 

Prot. Min. Which St. Paul charges 
all the Elders of Epheſus to do, Ad, 
I. 28. And St. Peter requires every 
Elder to do the ſame, 1 Pet. v. 1, 2. 

B 2 and 
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and this too, not as being Lords over 
God's Heritage, Ver. 3. ſo far is Feed. 
ing from implying Dominion, àc- 
cording to St. Peter himſelf. And! 
ſuppole he underſtood the Meaning 
of it as well as any of his Succeſſors. 
Truly, this is a dorghry Argument of 
Yours ; 1 can give you a much het- 
ter, that St. Peter never intended to 
leave his Paſtoral Office to the Pope, 
For if he had, methinks he ſhould 
have left him his Paſtoral Staff. But, 
inſtead of that, he ſent it on Won- 
der-working to Treves, from whence 
It never returned to Rome; fo that 
the Tope is forced to go without 
one. 

Rom. Pr. Whence had you this 
idle Story? 

Prot. Min. Even from * Durandu, 
who quotes the Authority of Pope 
Innocent III. for it. 

Rom. Pr. Well, but our Lord ſaid 
to Peter alone, Thou art Peter, and 
upon this Rock 1 will build my Church, 
Matth. xvi. 18. 

Prot. Min. Do but once prove, 


that by this Rock is meant the — 
of | 


— 
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of St. Peter, and not the Faith which 
he confeſs'd, and you ſay ſomething, 3 
but till then, you ſay nothing. 

Rom. Pr. The Church hath inter- 
preted it of St. Peter himſelf, and 
you ought to take her Interpretation. 
For the Scripture, as privately in- 
terpreted, is no Rule of Faith; ſince 


| | almoſt every Text, even thoſe that 


concern the moſt Eſſential! and Funda- 
mental Points in the Chriſtian Reli- 
| gion, may be interpreted ſeveral 
Ways; and no private Perſon can be 
certain, whether, amongſt all the 
ſeveral Meanings every Text is ob- 
noxious to, that which he under- 
ſtands it in, is the right or not. 

Prot. Min. In what you ſay of the 
Church's interpreting the Rock, to be 
St. Peter, you are miſtaken. For 
two Parts in three of the Chri// ian 
World interpret it otherwiſe. Ard 
in what you have deliver'd of the 
| Uncertainty of Scripture, you are 
even Blaſphemous, For you thereby 
declare it to be a vain and uſeleſs 
Book, which no Body can be the 
wiſer for; whereas St. Paul ſays, 


is able to make us wiſe unto Salva- 
tian, 2 Tim. ili. 15.

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Rom. Pr. But then it muſt be a 
interpreted by the Church; for St. Peter 
ſays, that no Prophecy of Scripture i 
of private Interpretation, 2 Pet. i. 20, 

Prot. Min. Methinks your own 
Tranſlation might have taught you 
better, than to have applied that 
Text of St. Petey to this Purpoſe, 
For that ſays, No Prophecy of Scrip- 
ture is made by private Interpretation, 
And we are not talking about mak- 
ing of Scripture, but of interpreting 
Scripture already made. 

Rom. Pr. But is it not much ſafer 
to rely upon the Judgment of the 
Church, which is infallible; than up- 
on your own Judgment, which may 
deceive you ? 

Prot. Mm. If by Church, you mean 
the Catholick Church ; that is, the 
whole Body of Chriſtians diſperſed 
throughout the World; I don't 
know that She hath given me her 

udgment in any thing, unleſs it be 

in the Apoſtles Creed, and Canon of 
Scripture. And how to come at her 
Judgment in other Matters, I know 
not. If you mean any particular 
Church, I would faia know which 
Church that is? 


Rom. 
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Rom. Pr. It is the Roman Catholick 
Church. 

Prot. Min. Muſt I uſe my Judg- 
ment in the Choice of that for my 
Church, or muſt I not? 

Rom. Pr. You muſt uſe your Judg- 
ment to be ſure, 

Prot. Min. Then I am but where 
I was, and muſt rely upon my own 
private, fallible Judgment at laſt, and 
that too in the molt important Point, 
viz. the Choice of the true Church. 
And how ſhall I be ſecure of not 
being deceived in that, more than 1a 
any Other ? ; 

Rom. Pr. O, Sir, She has ſuch diſtin- 
gzuiſning Marks and Notes, that you 
_ miſtake, unleſs you will your 

f. 

Prot. Min. Why, Sir, I have uſed 
my moſt ſincere Endeavours to find 
out the true Church, and yet you 
ſay I am miſtaken. I have examin- 
ed your Church by all the Notes 
Cardinal Bellarmine has given us of 
the True Church; among which, Ho- 
lineſs of Doctrine is one; and hav- 
ing thereupon compared her Dettrine 
with the Scriptures, I find her ſo far 
from being a pure, infallible Church, 

B 4 that 
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that She appears to me the moſt Cty. 
rupt, and moſt Deceived of any Church 
that | know of in the World. 

Rom. Pr. You examine the Church's 
Dottrines by the Scriptures. 

Pret. Min. And how ſhould ! 
examine them otherwiſe? Would 
you have me take your Church's 
Word, before | know whether ſhe 
be the T3e Church or not? And how 
ſhall 1 ever know that, but by ex- 
amining her by the Neres of the 
True Church? among which, ſince 
Holineſs of Doctrine is the principal, 
I muſt examine her Doctrine by the 
Scripture. For I know not what 
el to examine it by. By this our 
Saviour Himſelf deſired to be ex- 
amined, John v. 39. and the Bereans 
are commended for examining St. 
Pauls Doctrine by the ſame, Ac, 
xvii. 11. And truly it gives me a 
great Prejudice againſt your Church, 
that She declines this Trial, and 
diſables Men to make it, by taking 
the Bible out of their Hands. 

Rom. Pr. What? You would have 
every Body read the Scriptures; Do 


not you ſce into how many, and 
how 


191 


how dangerous Errors they fall that 
do ſo? 

Prot. Ain. Some, I confeſs, do 
fall into very dangerous Errors; 
but 'tis through their own Fault. 
The Scriptures are not to be charged 
with it. For God's Word is a Light 
unto our Paths, and his Law is Truth, 
Pal. cxix. 105, 142. Can Light 
beget Darkneſs, or Truth Error? 
Let a Man but read his Bible with 
an humble and honeſt Mind, pray 
for the Aſſiſtance of God's Holy Spi- 
rit, prattiſe his Duty ſo far as he 
knows it, and uſe all the proper 
Means of Learning, as becomes e— 
very ſober Enquirer after Trat/, 
and Ill paſs my Word for it, he ſhall 
never be an Heretick. 

Rom, Pr. I can ſhew bim a ſhorter 
and a ſafer Way: Let him reſign 
up his Underſtanding to an ile 
Guide. 

Prot. Min. But, Good Sir, where 
is this Infallible Guide to be found ? 

Rom. Pr. In our Church, to be ſure; 
for no other Church pretends to 
Iyallibility. 
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Prot. Min. And muſt your Church 
needs have it, hecauſe ſhe pretends 
to it? Muſt ſhe needs be Infalible, 
becauſe ſhe is preſumptuous? I wiſh 
to God ſhe did but ſeriouſly con- 
ſider how St. Paul, in his Epiſtle to 
her, cautions her mot to be hiph- 
minded, but fear, leſt God ſhould 
cut her off, as He had done the Jews, 
if, like them, ſhe continued not in 
his Goodneſs, Rem. xi. 20, Ce. 
W hich Paſſage doth manifeſtly im- 
ply, that ſhe may not only Err, but 
utterly Fall away. 

Rom. Pr. But hath not Chriſt pro- 
miſed, that the Gates of Hell ſhall 
never prevail againſt his Churcb? 
Hath He not promiſed to be with 
it to the End of the World; and 
that the Spirit of Truth ſhould guide 
it into all Truth ? 

Prot. Min. All this 1 acknow- 
ledge; but what is all this to the 
Church of Rome, more than to the 
Greek, or any other Church? From 
theſe Texts it appears, that God 
will always have a Church 1a the 


World; to the Maintenance of 


which in all Truth, the Scripture, 
with the ordinary Aſſiſtance of the 


? 29 | 
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Holy Spirit, is abundantly ſuſſicient, 
though there be no living infallible 
Guide in it. Aud 1 pray, Who is 
your #nfa#:ble Guide? 

Rom. Pr. A General Council duly 
called ? 

Prot. Min. Is there ever an one ſit- 
ting at this Time? 

Rom. Pr. No. 

Prot. Min. Then you are as deſtitute 
of an infallible Guide as I am. 

Rom. Pr. But We have their De- 
crees, Which anſwer all our Pur- 
poles. 

Prot. Min. And We have the Ho- 
ly Scriptures, which anſwer all ours 
better ? 

Rom. Pr. But how are You ſure 
you underſtand the Scriptures a- 
right ? 

Prot, Min. And how are You 
ſure you underſtand your Councils a- 
right? You are as liable to miſtake 
ia the one, asI am in the other; for 
Jou have nothing but a private, fal- 
ble Judgment to truſt to, for the 
laterpretation of their Decrees, which, 
by the way, are not always very 
Fain and intelligible, Witneſs ſeve- 
tal Decress of your Conc! of Trent, 
which 
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which were no {ſooner paſt, than 
the Divines divided, and wrote a- 
gainſt one another about the Mean. 
ing of them. Nay, whether that 
Council it ſelf, or any other you 
take for an infallible Guide, had all 
the Requiſites of a truly General Coun- 
cil; and conſequently, whether 
their Decrees be of any Validity at 


all, is a Queſtion you are not. able | 


to reſolve. And beſides all this, 
the Jeſuits and Italians ſay, contrary 
to you, that the Pope is the Infallible 
Guide. So that you cannot agree 
about it; and you want yet another 
infallible Guide to decide the Con- 
troverſy. With what Face then 
can you tax us with Uncertainty in 
the Grounds of our Faith, when you 
your ſelves are at ſo much greater 
Uncertainties, in regard to your 
own? We are certain of the Truth 
and Sufficieney of our Rule; and all 
you hare to object is, the Fallibility 
of our Judgments in the Uſe of it. 
Never conſidering in the mean 
while, that, beſides the Uncertarnty 
of your Rule, you, in the Uſe of it, 
muſt, when all is done, depend upon 


your mn Judgment, which is 0 
more 


— 


| more of Religion than their Prieffs 
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more infallible than another Man's. 
This 1 ſay to you, who are able 
to read the Decrees of Popes and 
Councils, But as for the Common 
People among you, who are not able 
to read them, they, by being de- 
ny'd the Scriptures, can know no 


think fit to tell them, and all their 
Faith hangs upon their Prieſt's 
Sleeves, Certainly, they muſt have 
| little Care of their Souls, if they 
can be ſn content. 

Rom. Pr. O, Sir, don't trouble 
your ſelf for them; their Souls are 
ſafe enough in our Hands. 

Prot. Min. | very much doubt it; 
for I am ſure they ſin by ſuch an 
abſolute Subject ion of their Faith to 
you, and ſo do you too, in uſurping 
ſuch a Dominion over it. It be- 
ing contrary to Chriſt's Command, 
Matth. Xxxiii. 8, 9. Be not ye called 
Rabbi; for one is your Maſter, even 
Chriſt, and ye are Brethren. And call 
ww Man your Father apen the Earth: 


for one is your Father, which is in 
Heaven.

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Rom. Pr. Arc you a Prieſt, au 
talk at this Rate? It is no Wonder 
the People have no greater Repay 
for you, ſince you teach them to hm 
ſo little Dependance upon you. 

Prot. Min. Look you, Sir, We 
Prieſts of the Church of 'England ain 


at no Authority over our People, 


but what God has given us. Ant 
as many as truly underſtand their 
Religion, pay us as much Reſpett 4; 
We deſire. We alſo make it our Bu- 
fineſs to make them as knowing a 
poſſible 3 ſo far are We from put. 
ting out their Eyes, that they may 
blindly follow our Conduct. In ſhort, 
We teach them nothing but the 
naked Truth, and therefore gie 
them all the Light we can to diſcern 
it. We allow them the Uſe ot al 
their Faculties to examine it. Where. 
as you'll allow them to examine no- 
thing; and, to put them out of G- 
pacity of ever doing it, you de. 
prive them of the Ligbt of the He 
ly Seriptures , nay, don't leave them 
ſo much as the free Uſe of their 
Reaſon and Senſes, 
Rom. Tr. How ſo, I pray you? 


Tot. 
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Prot. Min. 10 impoſing on them 
the Belief of Tranſubſtantiation, the 
direteſt Contradiction to Reaſon and 
Senſe in the World. For my part, 
| can't imagine what Courſe you 
take to bring them to the Belief af 
it, Pray, Sir, will you try what 
you can do upon me toward it.

Methinks 1 ſee ſome 
Words to that purpoſe; but yet 1 
cannot believe auy ſuch Decree is 
there. 

Rom. Pr. Look again, Man, W hat ? 
will not you believe your own 
Eyes ? 

Prot. Min. Have not we laid 
t down as a Fundamental, that the 


Coun- 
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Council has decreed nothing but what 
IS true? 

Rom. Pr. Yes; and therefore 
ſince your own Eyes tell you they 
have decreed it, it muſt needs he 
IYHE. 

Prot. Min. The very ſame Eye, 
tel] me, that it is not true; and 


therefore | argue, that they have not | 


decreed it, Is not this Arguing as 
good as yours? Alas, Sir, there is 


no Arguing from the Teſtimony of 


our Eyes in this Caſe. For what 


Uſe can be made of an Evidence li 
that contradicts it ſelf? And now, 


Sir, what Advances have you made 
toward my Conviction ? Even ng 

at all, though I my felt made f 
unreaſonably large Step toward It, 
in granting you what I did, viz. 
That the Council of Trent decreed no- 
thing but what is true. Let me add 
to this, the concurrent Teſtimony of 
all the other Senſes, which, with

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Rom. Pr. Hold there, Sir, We 
leave the Senſes to do their whole 
Duty. But you muſt know, that 
the Senſes perceive not Subſtances, 
but Accidents only; and therefore 
there may be a Change of Subſtances, 
tren where there is no Change of 
Accidents, and Tranſubſtantiation may 
de true, for ought the Senſes have 
do with it, they being Judges of 
the Accidents only. 
| Prot. Min. By this yon confirm the 
Charge laid againſt you, of render- 
ing our Senſes of no Uſe to us. For 
if we cannot by tnem diſtinguiſh one 
Subſtance from another, we may 
e guilty of as many Miſtakes with 
dem, as without them. You may 
le an Horſe under the Shape of a 
Man, for ought | know; and this 
book, which you tell me is the Coun- 
2 of Trent, may be, for onght ei- 
ther You or I can tell, but the Story 
f Tom Thumb. Nay, our Saviour 


; Himſelf might, according to this 


Doctrine, have been nothing but an 
Apparition of Accidents; although 
the Apoſtles, for ſome Years toge- 
ther, converſed with Him, ſaw Him, 
ad handled Him. Thus, by your 


ab- 
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abſurd Impoſitions upon the Senſe 
and Reaſon of Mankind, you have 
undermin'd the Grounds of all Cer 
tainty and Knowledge, and ſap'd the 
Foundations of all Religion. 

Rom Pr. All this is but meer 
Talk; for we find by Experience, 
that our People believe their Reli- 
gion as firmly as you can do yours. 

Prot. Min. Yes; and Tranſubſtan- 
tration as firmly as the Being of a 


God. But in ſo doing, they cannct| 


be ated by any rational Motives. 
For it is impoſſible that any one 
ſhould be induced, upon reaſonabl! 
Grounds, to believe things conty, 

to Senſe and Reaſon. An Adherence 
to ſuch abſurd Tenets, is Bigem, 
meer ſtupid Credality; there cu 
be nothing in it of true Chriſtie 
Faith. 

Rom. Pr. And can you imagine, 
that you have good and ſolid Grounds 
for your Religion, a late, pf 
Thing? If yon have, pray bos 
comes it to paſs, that the Church 
knew nothing of it for Fifteen Hu 
dred Years together; and that U. 
ther was the friſt Diſcoverer of it!

Why, Sir, Did the 
Church for Fifteen Hundred Years 
together know nothing of the A- 
fle Creed, Lord s Prayer, Jen Com- 
nardments, and the Two Sacraments !

Theſe were known and 
profeſſed by the Church in all Ages, 
— are as Old as Chriſtianity it 
felt.

Prot. Ain. III join Iſſue with 
jou upon this Head preſently.

| Others. | have read your Office 
for the Viſtat ion of the Sick, and

t) pals by your bleſfied Aſhes, Hair-

Let 
me feriouſly ask you, Are the le- 
ſed Virgin, the Angels and Saints, 
made no more of than Afediatours 
of Interceſſion here?

Prot. Min. And it is as acceptable 
to Him, no doubt, as the Worſhip 
of the Gelden Calf was: Which, 
though intended by the Jews to 
God Himſelf, Exod. xxxii. 5. was 
rejeted by Him as abominable J 
dolatry. Is it not then a wonder- 
ful Kindneſs to a Man, to make 
him commit Jdulatry in the laſt 
Act of his Life, and to ſend him 
out of the World immediately to 
appear before God, with the Guilt 
of ſo heinous a Sin upon bim?

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A Failure in any one of theſe, and 
it is the greateſt Chance in the 
World if there have been none in 
ſo long a Time, puts an End to the 
Succeſſion. So that your Prieſthood 
is one of the moſt wncertain things 
that can be; and you are fo far 
from being certain that Te your 
ſelf are a Prieſt, that you have 
ſcarce 2 moral Certainty, that there 
is ſo much as one Prieſt in your 
Church. 

Rom. Pr. But 1s it reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe, that any Man ſhould be fo 
wicked, as to admiaiſter a Sacrament 
with a wrong Intention? 

Prot, Min. If he be ſo gegligen. 
as not to mind what he is about, 
the Caſe is the ſame. But, 1 ſuppoſe, 
the Inquiſitors in Spain can tell you, 
that there have been found Men as 
Wicked as that comes to; that Jews 
and Moors have lurk'd under Prieſts 
Habits; nay, I can tell you of a 
Prieſt, named Lewis Gaufridy, that 
was burnt at Aix in France, April 
39, 1611. for having compaRed 
with the Devil, to give no Sacra- 
ments with Intention. Now do but 

con- 
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conſider, what wild Work one 
ſuch Accident muſt make amongſt 
you; avid to what Uncertainties it 
muſt reduce you, as to all holy 
Functions and Offices. This Wretch, 
no doubt, pretended to baptize ma- 
ny, to give Abſolution, aud do all 
the other Offices of a Prieſt. How 
finely were the poor Pedple cheated 
the while? No queſtion but they 
worſhipped his unconſecrated Hoſts; 
and ſo were trepann'd into Ie. 
latry, as your ſelves acknowledge 
the H or ſhip of an uncouſecrated Hoſt 
to be. And if any of thoſe that 
were this fretende diy baptized by 
him, entet'd into the Clergy, as it 
is highly probable ſome of them 


did, they, through their Incapacity | 


of holy Orders, muſt ſpread the Miſ- 
chief, how wide, God alone knows. 
la aa Age or two it may over- 
jpread your whole Church. And who 
can cl how far it is gone by this 
Time? 

Rom. Pr. Is not your own Church 
as liable to Miſchiefs ariſing from vi- 
tous Miniſters 2

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Prot. Min. I deny not that. But 
we have no Cauſe to apprehend 
the ame fatal Conſequences from 
ſuch in cur Church, as you have in 
yours. For we know that the Fat:- 
dity of the Sacraments, and other 
Means of Grace, depend not vpon 


| the Miniſter's Intention. So that let 


the Miniſter, in his Officiating, iu 
tend what he will, the People can- 
not be deprived, by his Malice or 
Negligence, of any Bleſſing which 
Gcd has annex'd to his own Ordi- 
nance, Whereas with you, the Va- 
lidity of Sacred Offices depends up- 
on the Miniſter's Intention; and Sa- 
craments are no farther /uch, than 
he intends they ſhall be. And there- 
fore if the Malice but of one Pricſt 
may reduce your Prieſthood to ſo 
great Uncertainty, as J have but now 
ſhew'd, the Malice of many muſt re- 
duce it to a much preater; inſo- 
much, that no Man can have any 
tolerable Aſſurance with you, that 
he enjoys the true Means of Grace 
and Salvation. And that you have 
bad many ſuch corrupt Prieſts a- 
mong yon, is paſt Queſtion ; ſince, 


by 
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by the Confeſſion of your ow; 
Writers, many, even of your Popes, 
have been as wicked Wretches as e- 
ver trod upon the Face of God's 
Earth. 

Rom. Pr. You may fill Mens 
Heads with imaginary Fears and 
Scruples by ſuch Talk as this. Bur, 
ſince God hath promiſed that his 
Church ſhall never fail, I am fully 
aſſured, that his Providence will 
never ſuffer it to periſh for want 
of a true Prie/thood. 

Prot. Min. The Doubts I pro- 
poſe, are too well founded to he 
call'd Imaginary Scriples. Neither 
can you anſwer the Reaſons on 
which they are built. As for the 
Promiſes of God in which you take 
Refuge; they are made to the 
Church in general. And I do be- 
lieve that they will be made good 
ſo far, as that there will be always 
a Church of God in the World; 
that is, a Multitude of Men pro- 
feſſing the Chriſtian Faith, holding 
all Truths, and enjoying all Means 
neceſſary to Salvation, But that this

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Church ſhall be utterly ce from all 
manner of Error, I cannot fay. 

Rom. Pr. Pray, Sir, ſhall this 
Church be viſible or inviſible ? 

Prot. Min. Why, Viſible, it you 
pleaſe. 

Rom. Pr. Kay, then I have you. 
Before your pretended Refor mation, 
there was no viſible Church but the 
Roman Cat holick Church; and there- 
fore the Promiſes do all belong to 
her; and conſequently, your Sur— 
miſes about the Uncertainty of her 
Prieſthood, are meerly Chimerical, 
and gronndleſs. 

Prot. Min. How ſay you? Were 
there no other Churches in the 
World but the Roman before the 
Reformation? Was there not a 
Greek Church ?- Were there no 
Churches in Aſia? No Church in 
Ethiopia? You muſt be extremely 
ignorant, it you think ſo. So long 
as God preſerved true Chriſtianity 
in any one of theſe, his Promiſes 
would have been fulfill'd, though 
the Roman Church had utterly pc- 
riſh'd. And therefore what | have 
faid in relation to your Prieſthood, 

is 
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is rational, and well grounded. Nay, 
God had fulfill'd his Word, had 
He preſerved only thoſe Chriſtians 
in and near the Alps; as indeed 
they were preſerved ia a wonder— 
ful Manner, through all Ages of 
the Church, to the Times of the 
Reformation, though the See of 
Rome labour'd with all its Might to 
deſtroy them, by Croiſades, Maſſucres, 
and Inguiſitions. 

Rom. Pr. You mean the Waldenſes 
and Albigenſes; a Parcel of vile He- 
reticks, Manichets, and the Lord 
knows what. 

Prot. Min. You may as well ſay, 
all Proteſtants are QOuakers and 
Muggletonians, Do but hear what 
Raynerius himſelf, an Iaquiſitor, ſays 
of them: “ There was never any 
& Sect more pernicious to the 
« Church than this; and that upon 
ce three Accounts. 1. It is of longer 
« Standing. Some ſay, it hath con- 
ce tinued from the Time of Sylveſter, 
© A. D. 335.) others, from the 
« Times of the Apoſtles. 2. It is 
© more general; for there is ſcarce 
« any Country free from it. 3. 
« Whereas 


| Chriſt ;) yet by becoming her ſelf 
| 
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« Whereas all other Sets render 
« themſelves odious, by their Blaſ- 
« phemies againſt God ; this hath a 
« oreat Appearance of Piety. For 
« they behave themſelves with Jaſtice 
« toward Men, believe rightly of 
Cod, and hold every Article in 
the Apoſtles Creed; only they 
C blaſpheme the Church of Rome, 
«and its Clergy.” When I firſt 
read this Character of them, from 
the pen of a profeſs'd Adverſary, 
zud withal conſider'd, how the 
Hand of God had wpheld them 
under Preſſures longer and greater 
than thoſe of the Ten Perſecutions 
| could not but think of that Pro- 
miſe, On this Rock will I build my 
Church, and the Gates of Hell ſhall not 
prevail againſt it : And that thoſe 
vor Chriſtians had a much greater 
| Intereſt in it, than your Church of 
Rome, though ſhe appropriates it 
to her ſelf.
